George McGovern's quest lor the Demo- 
cratic presidential nomination was set 
back Kriday night as the Supreme Court 
deprived him of 151 of the 271 delegates 
he acquired by winning the California pri- 
mary. 


This decision, on a 6-3 vote, can still 


be reversed on Uie floor of Uie Democrat- 
ic National Convention which opens in Mi- 
ami Beach on Monday. McGovern sup- 
porters believe they have enough floor 
votes to recapture the full delegation. 


At the same time the Supreme Court 


ruling to stay out of party affairs left 
standing a decision of the convention's 
Credentials Committee that denied seats 
to Mayor Richard J. Daley and 58 other 
Chicago delegates. 
That means Daley 


won't even have a seat at the convention 
but this case will also come up for a final 
vole at the convention. 


McGOVERN'S rivais, assembled at po- 


litical command posts along Miami Beach, 
claimed the decision was a big boost for 
their efforts to overtake him. 


In practical political terms, the ruling 


means that McGovern's convention forces' 
will have to overturn the Credentials 
Committee by contesting it on the conven- 
tion floor, probably Monday night, if their 
candidate is to regain his sweep of all 271 
California nominating votes. 


McGovern himself quickly declared his 


confidence that "the American sense of 
fair play will win out in Miami" and 
leave him in control of all the delegates 
awarded when he won the June 6 prima- 
ry. 


"We dn not change the rules of the 


game after the game is over," McGovern 
said in Washington. ". . . It is now the re- 
sponsibility of the delegates to the nation- 
al convention to protect the rule of law 
and the nation's time-honored sense of 
fair play." 


McGOVERN once again said "dirty 


pool" had stripped him of the California 
delegates which by state law went win- 


ner-take-all to the leader in the presiden- 
tial primary. 


His rivals, predictably, didn't see it 


that way. Sen. Hubert H. Humphrey's 
campaign manager, Jack L. Chestnut, 
said he was confident the convention 
would vote Monday to deny McGovern the 
delegate sweep. 


Sen. Edmund S. Muskie of Maine said- 


he was gratified the high court had "pre- 
vented the inlerventon of the federal judi- 
ciary in the internal affairs of the Demo- 
cratic party." 


Muskie also took issue with "the ex- 


treme criticism that has been heaped

upon" the Credentials Committee, presum- 
ably a reference to McGovern's own bit- 
ter protests. 


Democratic National Chairman Law- 


rence F. O'Brien said the party and the 
convention will abide by the decision of 
the court. The party sought that decision, 
contending that the Credentials Commit- 
tee had the right to make its own judg- 
ment on seating. 


HUMPHREY and his allies were the 


c h-i e f architects of the 
Credentials 


Committee decision on California. Said 
Chestnut: 


"I call upon all the other candidates to 


support these open proceedings and abide 
by the will of the Democratic convention, 
and to support its eventual nominee." 


McGovern had threatened to withhold 


his support from any nominee chosen by 
a convention which denied him the Cali- 
fornia sweep. 


McGovern's rivals, Humphrey, Muskie, 


Gov. George C. Wallace of Alabama and 
the minor candidates, flew into Miami 
Kriday for the convention. Wallace, re- 
suming his campaign from a wheelchair, 
declared himself "still an active, viable 
candidate."

IRA frees British officers

BELFAST — Two British army cap- 


tains, held for 18 hours by Irish Republi- 
can Army guerrillas in a Londonderry 
"no go" enclave, were released Friday 
night with a warning that they had jeop- 
ardized the province's fragile cease-fire.

Minnesota doesn't issue owner- 
ship certificates like California's pink slips and we've 
been told by our local Department of Motor Vehicles we 
can't sell the car without a pink slip or a bill o£ sale. We 
can't get a bill of sale because the dealer has gone out 
of business. We were told we must post a bond backing 
our statement that we own the car. Then we can get a 
pink slip. It seems unfair that we should have to pay for 
a bond before we can sell the car. Can you help? 
M.M.G., Norwalk. 


Not much. We contacted the DMV in Sacramento 


and found them intransigent. However, they did advise 
that if you post a bond, which should cost from $10 to 
?15, tell the local DMV when they forward the paper- 
work to inform Sacramento that you must have the pink 
slip right away or else yon will he held up further by 
their work backlog. If your car is valued at less than 
$500, you do not ueed a hoiid (o get a pink slip. Fill out 
DMV Form 107 which will stale you own (he vehicle and 
have the local DMV forward it to Sacramento. Again, 
explain that you need the pink slip right away and Sac- 
ramento should give your request priority processing.

for the ballot by prison 
guards and peace officers 
in the wake of tho state 
Supreme 
Court's 
death 


penalty ruling last Febru- 
ary, "meets all the legal 
requirements to go before 
the voters," Brown said. 


"Unless a court ordei-s 


the measure taken off the 
ballot, I am required by 
law to place it before the 
electorate," lie said.

Senate OKs schooling for 4-year-olds 


: SACRAMENTO (UPI) - 
The Senate Friday narrow- 
ly passed a controversial 
measure 
to 
send 
four- 


year-olds to school and to 
overhaul teaching methods 
from kindergarten through 
the third grade. 


Despite charges that the 


sweeping proposal by state 
schools chief Wilson Riles 
was nothing but "a very 
expensive babysitting pro- 
gram, the bill was sent to 
the Assembly on a slim 
22-C vote. The bill needed 
at least 21 votes. 


Under the five-year, Si- 


billion program, parents 
would be given the option 
of 
sending 
children 
3 


years, 9 months or older to 
public school. The idea is 
to cure some types of men- 
tal retardation believed to 
occur because of the lack 
of educational stimulation 
at an early age. 


THE BILL, authored by 


Sen. Mervyn Dymally, D- 
Los Angeles, would direct 
local 
school districts to 


draw up master plans for 
revamping early childhood 
education programs. 


The measure encourages 


the use of parents, trained 
aides and volunteers in 
classrooms to reduce the 
pupil-adult 
ratio 
from 


about 30-1 currently to 
about 10-1. 


Ken. 
George Moscone, 


D-San Francisco, who car- 
ried the bill on the floor, 
said the plan would cost 
less in the long run than 
remedial training of stu- 
dents neglected by the edu- 
cational system now. 


Sen. 
Clark L. Bradley, 


R-San Jose, argued that 
teacliing efforts below the 
kindergarten 
level 
were 


useless because the atten- 
tion span of four-year-old 


youngsters was no more 
than five minutes. 


"This 
would 
end up 


being nothing more than a 
very expensive babysitting 
program," he said. 


SEN. JOHN L. HARM- 


ER, R-Glendale, called the 
measure a "colossal ex- 
pense for an unproven and 
undefined approach." He 
said the plan was "full of 
superlatives but lacking in 
specifics." 


Sen. Albert S. Rodda, D- 


Sacramento, praised the 
program as an avenue to 
"get 
down to the root 


problem" of educationally 
handicapped youths. 


Also under the measure, 


many of the state's ele- 
mentary 
school teachers 


would be retrained to use 
innovative techniques, in- 
cluding classes of several 
age groups. 


Riles lias said the in- 


volvement, of parents 
in 


the education process "wiU 
create a true parent-teach- 
er partnership 
that will 


strengthen the family, help 
the children to enjoy learn- 
ing, 
help the parents to 


learn and to aid teachers 
—and give .parents a voice 
in education that they have 
never known before."

tive" to "ineffective as a 
fixed 
combination."

latter rating indicated that 
one or more of the multi- 
ple ingredients in a prod- 
uct was deemed ineffective 
in producing the claimed 
effect. 


BETWEEN the two rat- 


ing extremes were "proba- 
bly 
effective," 
"possibly 


effective" 
and "effective, 


but." The first of these in- 
dicated that the drug prob- 
ably did what the manu- 
facturer claimed, but that 
there wans't enough evi- 
dence to rule out doubts. 
The 
"possibly 
effective" 


category signified that the 
evalualors considered evi- 
dence 
of 
effectiveness 


lacking, but didn't rule out 
the 
possibility 
thai the 


manufacturers 
might 
be 


able (o product it. "Effec- 
tive, but" indicated some 
specific reservations about 
the product claim. 


The 
evaluations 
were 


done by expert panels or- 
ganized by the National 
Academy of Sciences-Na- 
tional Research Council at 
the drug agency's request. 


The 
evaluations were 


part of the Food and Drug 
Administration's 
massive 


effort to determine the ef- 
ficacy of many over-the- 
counter 
drug 
products 


which came on the market 
before 1963. 


All 
of these products 


were licensed originally on 
evidence that they 
were 


safe, but there was no reg- 
ulation then requiring evi- 
dence of efficiency as well. 
Changes in the drug laws 
have since made evidence 
of effectiveness mandato- 
ry. The FDA has sought 
evaluations of all of these 
products as a step toward 
eliminating 
unwarranted 


claims and removing from 
the market alt ineffective 
drug products. 


The 
27 
representative 


cold remedies were evalu- 
ated on a total of 45 claims 
made by their manufactur- 
ers. The "effective" rating 
'.v;is given for only four of 
these claims — predomi- 
nantly for I ho relief of na- 
sal congestion.

tions": on IS claims, prod- 
ucts were rated "probably 


effective" while there were 
14 "possibly effective" rat- 
ings on the list.

Several of the products 


rated ineffective as fixed 
combinations were given 
that classification because 
of 
doubts concerning the 


use of antihistamines for 
relieving symptoms of the 
common cold. Antihistam- 
ines have been widely used 
as cold remedies for years, 
but the drug panelists said 
their usefulness still is un- 
proven. 


"The 
majority of care- 


fully 
controlled 
studies 


that have been performed 
with 
antihislamines dis- 


closed 
no 
alleviation of 


symptoms or shortening of 
the duration of symptoms 
of colds," said the panel 
report. 


It said ths antihistam- 


ines may 
be of benefit 


when the real problem is 
an allergic condition mis- 
takenly 
identified 
as a 


common cold. 


This 
doubt 
concerning 


the value of antihistamines 
led to the rating of "inef- 
fective as a fixed combina- 
tion" for such products as 
Coricidin Cold Tablets, and 
Thephoron-AC Tablets. In- 
histon-APC Tablets 
were 


rated ineffective as a fixed 
combination 
for sympto- 


matic relief of colds, but 
possibly effective for hay 
fever. The panelists said, 
however, that the amount 
of antihislamine in the tab- 
lets 
was 
less than the 


amount 
their experience 


showed to be effective. 


A similar comment was 


made about Contac as a 
drug 
for hay fever. It's

they are watered 18 to 20 
inches deep, then watered 
again as they thirst. An 
inch layer of top dressing 
of a fine organic material 
should be spread over the 
soil around the plants. H 
retains 
moisture 
longer, 


and eventually filters into 
the soil and leavens it. 


Roses 
love 
prolonged 


overhead watering 
as if 


they are irrigated. This 
should be done early in the 
forenoon to allow foliage to 
dry 
slowly 
before 
hot 


weather takes over for the 
day. 


Feeding them at monthly 


intervals with a rose food 
helps to slightly increase 
the bloom size. More im- 
portant the blossoms of 
roses that have been fed 
hold up longer during the 
hot summer. 


The soil should be thor- 


oughly 
watered 
before 


feeding. 
The 
fertilizer 


should be lightly scratched 
into the top dressing, then 
slowly watered well. A day 
or two later water again, 
then water as needed.

ic ingredients in fertilizers 
whether they are in com- 
plete plant foods, turf ferti- 
lizers or individual ele- 
ments.

are 


the 
primary 
fertilizers. 


The addition of trace (mi- 
nor) elements would he 
better. 
Such 
trace ele- 


ments may be in the soil 
but unavailable for plant 
roots. 


XITKOCJICN is a stimula- 


tor of vegetative growth, It 
increases 
green growth, 


improves quality of leafy 
crops and helps increase 
protein content. This ele- 
ment is available in or- 
ganic and chemical forms. 
There's a fast-acting nitro- 
gen, medium fast, a n d 
slow. A balanced amount 
of each prolongs an even, 
longer-lasting greening and 
growing 
of plants a n d 


lawns. 


PHOSPHORUS is needed 


because it is an active in- 
gredient 
of 
protoplasm. 


Protoplasm 
is the living 


tissues of all plants and 
animals. 
It 
has 
many 


forms. It stimulates root 
f o r m a t i o n and early 
growth, hastens maturity, 
promotes seed production 
and aids in the general 
sturdiness of plants. 


P O T A S H (potassium) 


specific functions in plants 
isn't fully understood. It's 
a mystery. When it is defi- 
cient in the soil the plants 
suffer. The consensus of 
authorities is, that it helps 
plants resist cold, disease, 
and possible other adverse 
conditions. It functions in 
the developing of sugar 
and starches from water 
and carbon dioxide. 


The secondary plant-food 


elements are calcium, sul- 
phur, and magnesium. Mi- 
cronulrie-il; also arc need- 
ed in small amounts. The 
micronulrients 
are iron, 


zinc, manganese, copper, 
boron, and molybdenum. 
Chlorine also is listed. 


Some of the 
Southern 


California fertilizer compa- 
nies add secondary plant 
food elements of calcium 
and sulphur, plus micronu- 
trients of zinc, iron, and 
manganese.

they are in very porous

soil, and 


about every 10 days In loa-

soil, or about every 


two (D three weeks In a 
c!ay-adnl)C soil. (Stunted 
plants might already ne 
n e m a t o d e root-Infested. 
Dig these out; throw them 
in the rubbish to be hanled 
away.) Set out tomatoes 
now for hnmpcr crops of 
vegetables.

Un- 
fortunately, we too often 
fall into the trap of trying 
to conserve or restore the 
meanings and practices of 
a few generations or centu- 
ries ago. I believe—and I 
am sure Dean Kelley does 
—that the gospel of Jesus 
Christ, rightly understood, 
is a liberating and revolu- 
tionary gospel. Those who 
have really grasped ifs 


meaning, all through histo- 
ry, have done so through 
experiencing it in a fellow- 
ship of other seekers for 
God's will. We in the ecu- 
menical churches have, for 
several 
generations, 
as- 


sumed that our people had 
this basic knowledge of the 
faith and relationship to 
God through Christ. We 
have 
neglected 
nurture, 


both 
of 
children 
and 


adults. We have substitut- 
ed semi-secular types of 
fellowship and action for 
the intense encounter of 
small groups of Christians 
struggling 
to understand 


the meaning of faith for 
their own lives. 


I firmly believe that God 


called us into the ecumeni- 


cal movement of our day. 
But with typical human 
perversity we tend to dis- 
tort (liis to mean that we 
must 
have 
no require- 


ments or standards other 
than 
ecumenism.

Kelley has done an ex- 
traordinary service in de- 
manding that we reexam- 
ine the ways in which a 
real sense of commitment 
and mission may be nur- 
tured without turning back 
to an era of exclusiveness, 
intolerance and dissension. 


It is not an easy task.

The Church of the Breth- 


ren annual conference in 
its first policy statement 
on abortion declared that 
"Brethren oppose abortion 
because it destroys fetal 
life," but maintained that 
"abortion should ba ac- 
cepted as an option only 
where all other possible al- 
ternatives 
will lead 
to 


greater destruction of hu- 
man life and spirit." 


Severai amendment ef- 


forts sought to limit ac- 
ceptance of abortion only 
to situations in which the 
mother's 
life 
is endan- 


gered, and to increase the 
possibilities of 
individual 


choice 
in 
determining 


when to abort a fetus. 
They were defeated. 


Wayne Xunkel, a Penn- 


sylvania pastor, said his 
proposed revisions "tamed 
at retaining a» much of 
the present paper as possi- 
ble" while at the same 
time "sliifting from 
the 


'jnst abortion' position to a 
position more in keeping 
with the Brethren logic re- 
garding war." 
According 


to Zunkel, if the Brethren 
oppose all war as sin be- 
cause it destroys human 
life, Bretln-en ought also to 


strongly oppose abortion 
on the same grounds. 


In support of the paper 


delegates heard from both 
women 
and men, who 


called for Christ-like com- 
passion in dealing with 
women who must undergo 
abortions. Wanda Button, 
Conrad, Iowa, noted, "If 
we lived in a perfect socie- 
ty, nothing would need to 
be said but that we oppose 
abortion. But the church 
must minister 
to people 


where they are." 


Iowa pastor David K. 


Hykes cited the concern of 
Jesus for life and relation- 
ships. P a s t o r Hyde is 
chairman of the Iowa Cler- 
gy Consultation Service for 
Problem Pregnancies. 


One s|;eaker w h o cle- 


c l a r e d 
that 
"Jesus 


preached a gospel of mer- 
cy, not a gospel of judg- 
ment" drew applause. 


On the other side, Wayne 


Zunkel 
noted

Christians we must never 
confuse compassion with 
condoning choices which 
are less than God's will 
and purposes for. us." And 
Ruth Aukerman, Vermont- 
ville, Mich., argued that 
"Jesus loves even the fe- 


tus, which cannot stand up 
for itself." 


Dr. Donald E. Miller, a

When does human life 


begin? When does it end? 
Each of these questions is 
the subject of controversy 
which has legal, medical 
and 
theological 
dimen- 


sions. 


When human life begins 


Is the crux of the dispute 
over the morality of liber- 
alized abortion laws. If a 
quickened fetus is not a 
live 
human creature, 
a 


case can be made for al- 
lowing a woman to termi- 
nate a pregnancy whenev- 
er she and her physician 
choose to do so. But if the 
fetus at some point be- 
comes 
a 
truly 
human 


though still embryonic per- 
son, abortion may quite 
reasonably 
be called a 


form of murder. 


Even more complex is- 


sues are involved in deter- 
mining when human life 
ends. Unlit recently, law, 
medicine and religion ac- 
cepted without question Ihe 
ancient concept that death 
occurs 
when 
(he heart 


stops beating. 


But 
modern 
medicine 


has outdated thai concept. 
It now is possible for a 
well-equipped hospital to 
keep a human heart pump- 
ing for hours, days, weeks 
or even years after the 
body whose blood it circu- 
lates has become irreversi- 
bly dead as a thinking, 
feeling, willing human per- 
son. 


This fact has compelled 


doctors, jurists and moral 


theologians to re-think the 
traditional view which as- 
sociates death with cessa- 
Uon of heart function. The 
emerging view holds lhal 
death occurs when brain 
activity 
ceases 
without 


hope of being revived. 


The end of brain activity 


can be determined 
with 


scientific precision through 
electro - encephalograplis 
which 
r e c o r d 
brain 


" w a v e s . " 
When 
the 


rhythmic up-and-down mo- 
tion of those brain waves 
gives way to a steady flat 
line on the scope, the brain 
has gone out of business 
for good, and there is no 
way in which it can ever 
again be made to function 
as the center of human con- 
sciousness, 
emotion and 


volition. 


The new concept ot lim- 


ing death from (he cessa- 
tion of brain function rath- 
er t li a n 
heartbeat 
lias 


great 
practical 
signifi- 


cance, for two reasons. 
First, it spares 
families 


the emotional ordeal ami 
enormous expense o( keep- 
ing a "human vegetable" 
going as long as modem 
medical 
machinery 
can 


contrive to keep its licart 
beating. 


Second, it enables physi- 


cians to accomplish heart 
transplants 
from 
persons 


who 
are mentally dead 


into those who have a 
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chance to live healthy, nor- 
mal lives at a much ear- 
lier hour when the chances 
tor success are far great- 
er. 


It was a heart transplant 


operation, 
protested 
by 


survivors of the deceased, 
that brought the new con- 
cept of death before a 
court in Richmond, Va., 
recently. Survivors sought 
$100,00 damages from doc- 
tors who performed the op- 
eration. 


Medical evidence showed 


the 
patient's 
biological 


functions had been artifi- 
cially maintained by res- 
pirator apparatus for sev- 
eral hours after brain ac- 
tivity had ceased. It was 
during this period that his 
heart was 
removed for 


transplantation. 


Dr. William Cnllins of 


Yale, a noted physician, 
and Dr. Joseph Fletcher, 
an 
Episcopal 
theologian 


who teaches medical ethics 
at the University of Virgin- 
ia Medical School, both ex- 
pressed the opinion that 
death occurs — in (he eyes 
of the law and in the eyes 
of God — wlieoi the brain 
irrevocably ceases to func- 
tion. 


The jury agreed with 


them, and threw out the 
damage suit.

An automobile seal cushion is springy and nice — 


when it's new. 


When U's old, its springiness has mostly sprung. 


Who wants lo buy an old seat cushion when even the car 
it belonged to has gone to the chomper to be hashed into 
metal confetti? 


So Hie old seat cushion lies moldering in a pile of 


ils fellows in a junkyard, its beauty faded, a thing de- 
tested even by the junkyard owner. 


Men who know old car seats best — the car wrecker, 


the junkyard men and firefighters in the Harbor area — 
speak of four pertinent poinls: 


There are many old car seats, but few buyers. 
Rubbish disposal outfits charge extra for burying 


anything springy. 


The steel in car scats is high quality steel, good for 


cash once the fabric and stuffing have been burned 
away. 


But burning the burnable stuff makes smoke galore 


and that's illegal around here and a pain in the neck lo 
fire departments and smogmen. 


So suspicion clouds the air right along with the 


smoke every time a pile of car cushions catches fire in a 
junkyard in the miles-square Harbor area, which has 
such yards by Ihe dozen, -each with hundreds or thou- 
sands of lackluster car seats piled about. A burn Friday 
afternoon near Anaheim Street and Foole Avenue, in 
Wilmington near the Long Reach boundary featuring a 
Vesuvius-like eruption, got attention from firemen, po- 
licemen and the Los Angeles County Air Pollution Con- 
trol District. 


After the fire was out and reports were in. Tom 


Wilkes, the pollution-control agency's assistant director 
of enforcement, said in Los Angeles that "the responsi- 
ble party" will he issued a "notice of violation" and the 
agency will study Ihe case "for possible submission lo 
the city attorney for possible prosecution."

Jam in steel deliveries? 


A jam In steel deliveries could develop this fall if the 


most optimistic analysts of tlie steel industry turn out to 
be right in llieir predictions of U.S. steel mill shipments. 


Industry Week reported this week the optimists think 


1H/2 shipments win total 93.5 milliion net tons (exceeded 
only by 1%9's 93,877,000 Ions). 


Analysts in some steel companies, however, believe 


shipment won't top 91 million net tons, and more likely 
will be UO million tons. Even this would be a substantial 
gain over last year's 87,035,000 tons, tlie magazine for 
managers pointed out. 


Tlie optimistic analysts who are talking about a 93.5 


million ton shipment year also anticipate record high 
shipments of 48 million to 48.5 million net tons In the last 
half of tills year, reflecting continued growth in consum- 
er products and also major impetus from capital goods 
industries. That's an average of 8 million tons a month, 
well within the industry's capabilities, Industry Week 
noted. 


JULY and August totals, however, will fall below 


(hat average because of the normal summer slowdown 
in steel usage and deliveries. While the dropoff is not ex- 
pected fo be as deep as usual, shipments will have to be 
more than 8 million tons a mouth later in the year if the 
industry is going to move out 48 million tons in the last 
half, the magazine said. 


A stimulus to the last half could be expectations ol 


steel price increases Jan. 1. If such increases coine 
about, they'll probably be announced well in advance of 


the effective date. Producers know their labor costs will 
rise Aug. I under their contract with tlie steel labor un- 
ion. 


Another support to steel demand is the reduced level 


of steel inventories at users' plants. From the high point 
to which these inventories were built up last July they 
have been worked down to where steel users must have 
prompt shipment of material now lo keep operations 
going, Industry Week pointed out. 


THE summer's expected downtrend in steel produc- 


tion started in June when raw steel output declined to 
11.1 million net tons from 11,930,000 tons in May. This 
made tlie first half total an estimated 68.2 million tons 
compared with 71,769,000 tons in the first half of last 
year and the record first half total of 73,587,000 tons in 
1968. 


Estimates are that raw steel output In the week end- 


ed July 1 was 2,550,000 net tons compared with the pre- 
ceding week's 2,556,000 tons — a figure which would 
have been somewhat higher had it not been for tlie hur- 
ricane floods in the nation's eastern states, particularly 
Pennsylvania. In the week ended July 3 of last year, out- 
put totaled 2,462,000 net tons. 


From now through the rest of this year, each week's 


raw steel output should exceed Uiat of the corresponding 
week of last year, the magazine said. When steel users 
completed stockpiling as a hedge against a steelworkers1 


strike, output dropped sharply in July and remained low 
tlie rest of the year.

In an article summarizing the latest trend in such 


parks, Business Week magazine reports that two dozen 
animal and a dozen marine parks are r.ow in operation 
or in the planning stage, and the two Disney parks are 
building attendance records. 


The publication ascribed the development in part to 


the interstate highway system, noting that "amusement 
parks ones hugged the edges of big cities. Now they are 
situated miles from metropolitan centers but where su- 
perhighways can bring customers from a radius of 100 
miles or more." 


Tlie parks have a new dimension — one that goes 


beyond the traditional carrousels and ferris wheels and 
concession stand-fringed midways. 


This spring two new parks were opened. One of 


these Opryland, near Nashville, features a country mu- 
sic theme along with rides and wildlife. The other, Kings 
Island is a $30 million development spawned by Taft 
Broadcasting Co., 20 miles north of Cincinnati, and 
which includes an International Street to lure shoppers, 
an Oktober Fest area featuring German food and music, 
and the Happy Land of Hanna-Barbera, utilizing cartoon

by driving from one mar- 
ket to another to save on 
specials somehow feel that 
the 13 cents a mile it costs 
them is money well spent. 


And women who rebel at 


a penny markup on a 46- 
ounce can of tomato juice 
will be thrilled to spend 
§10 for one ounce of a 
beauty product whose pow- 
ers never have been proved 
and which costs less than 
the jar that contains it. 


So beautiful, ip fact, are 


some cosmetic jars, that 
enterprising collectors now 
buy them for the glass art- 
istry, disposing of the con- 
tents in whatever way is 
quickest and convenient. 


American families now 


spend less of their income 
for food than any other 
people on earth, less than 


20 per cent, and the per- 
centage is steadily falling, 
thanks more to rising in- 
comes 
perhaps than to 


food industry efficiency. 


THE percentage can be 


misleading, however, expe- 
cially when applied to poor 
families and to those on 
fixed incomes. For such 
people the percentage is 
much higher and steadily 
rising because of the ina- 
bility to obtain higher in- 
come. 


Still, in every income 


class Americans are show- 
ing a decided preference 
for 
the more expensive 


foods. We oat less starch, 
more protein than in years 
gone by. Many families of 
two adults and two teen-a- 
gers devour more than 800 
pounds of meat a year. 


Not all this meat Is in 


the raw state either, as it 
was 50 years ago when a 
comparable family proba- 
bly ate less than two-thirds 
that amount. Now it is of- 
ten processed and pack- 
aged and presented frozen 
as a gourmet meal. 


In summary, Americans 


like to eat, most of them 
are afforded the opportuni- 
ties to eat well, and a 
growing percentage — not 
withstanding their 
price 


complaints 
— thoroughly 


indulge themselves. They 
are spending more for food 
because they choose to. 


ON THE other 
hand, 


there is a minority on 
fixed 
or 
low 
Incomes 


whose 
eating 
standards 


must be lowered as prices 
rise. The poorer you are 
the greater the percentage 
of income that must go for 
food. 


In all ways, therefore, 


food pricing is an emotion- 
al issue and consumers are 
inclined fo lash out 
at 


those they feel are respon- 
sible for Increases. In the 
past they vented their ire 
on the grocer, but they 
might not do so again.

There is complete agreement among the horseplay- 


ers of. this planet that some horses run faster than oth- 
ers. 


In the event you dispute the above, check the rail at 


any race track and you will discover a guy smoking a 
fat cigar and talking to a party with no soles in his 
shoes. This pair represents both sides of the discussion. 


The area in which there is room for argument con- 


cerning horses is the matter of intelligence. There are 
those who will tell you all horses are fatheads without 
sufficient mental fibre to get from here to there. Others 
will swear up and down they never met a horse who was 
not altogether aware of what is going on. 


LARRY KLEVE CLAIMS to be acquainted with a 


horse who !s greatly endowed with the smarts. The ani- 
mal's name is Kaweah Bar and he is currently in resi- 
dence at Los Alamitos where he picks up everytliiug ttiat 
is not nailed down in the matter of quarterhorse racing 
purses. 


What is more, Larry Kleve insists, Kaweah Bar is 


fully aware of what lie is doing. Kleve qualifies as an 
authority on the horse Inasmuch as he Is the trainer. Of 
course, it also figures Kleve Is a trifle biased in his opin- 
ions. 


At any rate, Kleve furnished solid evidence to the ef- 


fect that Kaweah Bar does not operate solely on instinct. 


"For one thing," Kleve says, "Kaweah Bar does not 


run one lick faster than he has to in order to win a race. 
It doesn't seem to matter what sort of competition he 
gets, he never wins by any more than a nose." 


The Important thing, naturally, is that he most gen- 


erally wins. Kaweah Bar is now six years old and has 
been declared the World champion gelding four years In 
a row. He is the all-time money winner at Los Alamitos 
with $221,853 amassed by finishing first in 19 out of 30 
starts. 


"This," states Larry Kleve, "is the best quarler- 


horse alive today. As a matter of fact, this is the best 
quarterhorse this business has ever known." 


AS MENTIONED ABOVE, Kleve also thinks Kaweah 


Bar is one of the most intelligent beasts ever to enter 
the game. 


"He not only wins by just enough, he does it his own 


way," Kleve says, "nobby Adair, his jockey, has only 
tapped him with Jhe whip once. He was out in front and 
Bobby gave him a little touch anil he bucked and lin- 
ished fourth. That was the last time he ever felt (he 
bat." 


To be considered completely smart, it is likely a 


horse would have to display certain intelligence off (he 
track us well as on. 


'"Dial's right," Kleve says. "Kawoah Bar seems to 


know what it's all about most of the time. For instance, 
I have a six-year-old daughter nr.med Kelly. When Kelly 
goes in the stall, that horse behaves altogelher different- 
ly. You can clearly see how careful he is not to step on 
her or bump against her." 


None of tlus is to suggest Kaweah Bjir does not have 


his faults. Nobody, as the saying goes, is perfect. 


"KAWEAH BAR GETS playf\a, or mean, or some- 


thing before every race," Kleve explains. "He won't let 
us put the saddle on and gives us nothing but trouble. 


"As sopn as the race is over, he goes in the winner's 


circle and is as calm as you please, standing around tak- 
ing bows." 


Another imperfection one notes about Kaweah Bar Is 


that he has considerable trouble defeating n lady horse 
named Charger Bar. The two raced three times last 
year and Kaweah Bar was shown the dainty heels of 
Charger Bar on each occasion. It is suggested that per- 
haps Kftweah Bar is a gentleman. 


"If so," says Larry Kleve, "it will have to stop." 
Asked to further point up the intelligent habits of 


Kaweah Bar, Kleve reveals that the horse greatly enjoys 
drinking beer out of a can. 


"But 
he does not care for whiskey," Kleve says. "He 


doesn't even like champagne." 


The beast may be smart, but his lastc in Iwoze is 


^obviously underdeveloped.
